POGITIVE SHOT BY POLICE 


| ‘VICTIM IS CHARGED WITH BEING 
A HIGHWAYMAN. 


Jamen Madden and Companion, Sus- 
pected of Attempted Holdup, Are 
Pursued and Former Brought Down 
with a Bullet in the Shoulder—Three 
Masked Thieves Rob Members of a 
Firm in Sight of Thirty Employes 
Working in the Office. 


An attémpted holdup within sight of the 
Stanton Avenue Police Station shortly after 
midnight brought grief to two men, who, the 
police say, are the robbers. One of them is 
in the Baptist Hospital suffering from a 
severe wound in the shoulder and the other 
is locked up. 

The wounded man says his pon is James 
Madden. The other, who was caught after 
an exciting chase, gives Charles Livingston 
as his name. 

Madden was weaned by either Lieutenant 
Sullivan or Sergeant McBride. The police- 
men fired at the same moment and it is not 
known which of the two builets took effect. 


Robbery Is Attempted. 


The attempted robbery which preceded the 
shooting took place at Thirty-seventh street 
and Rhodes avenue. The police station is at 
Thirty-fifth street. 

According to the version of the police, 
Lieutenant Sullivan and Sergeant McBride 
were attracted by cries of help. Looking 
down the street, they saw three men stand- 
ing closely together and ran toward them. 
As the policemen drew near two of the men 
fied, ignoring the command to halt. 3 
“ They’re robbers,”’ cried the third man. 


Shot by Policeman. 

Sullivan and McBride started in pursuit 
and, being unable to gain on the fugitives, 
drew their revolvers and fired one shot each. 
The taller of the two men gaveacry of pain, 
stumbled, and fell. The other, who by this 
time had reached Thirty-fifth Street, was 
pursued by a number of other policemen 
from the station, and Sullivan and McBride 
gave their attention to the wounded man.

ONE HURT, DOESN’T KNOW IT 


Parental objection to his marriage to 
Marie Meyerer caused George L. Childrose 
to kill Henry Meyerer, the girl’s father, yes- 
terday. Emma I. Meyerer and Rose Meyerer, 
the flancée’s sisters, also were wounded 
by the infuriated lover, who concluded his 
wild attack by turning the pistol on himself, 
sending a bullet into his brain. He died in- 
stantly. 

The tragedy took plaee shortly before 
noon yesterday in the Meyerer home at 631 
Ashland boulevard. Childrose had been or- 
dered from the house earlier imthe day and 
his engagement, dating from last Tuesday, 
declared broken. ; 
The father was wounded near the heart 
and died a few moments after being shot. 
Emma Meyerer was shot in the side and her 
wound is not considered serious. Rose Mey- 
erer Was wounded in the stomach and her 
condition is said to be critical.

VICTIM OF THIEVES DIES AFTER

Official, in High State of Excitement 
on Finding His Home Looted, Drops 
Dead in Street—Patrol Wagon, Sum- 
moned for Robbers, Stops En Route 
to Care for the Body—Wife Nearly 
Prostrated. 


Nervous excitement following the discov- 
ery that his house had been robbed is be-

Mr. Murphy ran to a livers *table, 409

office hurriedly told of the burglary. As he } 
reached for the telephone receiver, employés 
of the place said, he was white and trembling. 
When he called for the Fiftieth Street Police 
Station he could hardly make himself under- 
stood by the operator, and at his request 
William Coy, an employé at the stable, tom 
the police what had happened. 
While Coy talked to the police station Mr. 
Murphy stood nearby, apparently laboring 
under great excitement. When assured that

Tillman Angry Over Disapproval. 
It was not decided positively tonight 
Whether the invitation should be recalled 
officially or whether Senator Tillman should 
merely be informed that nf President wouid 
not expect to see him at the White House. 
In either case the mark of disapproval is * 
sufficiently strong, and Senator Tillman is 
more angry at this tonight than at anything 
which happened in the Senate yesterday. 
He refuses to understand that he is left out 
of the White House dinner because his offi- 
cial status had been destroyed, and he per- 
sists in taking the ground that it is a per- 
sonal affront to him. 
He is not entirely wrong in this either, be- 
cause President Roosevelt and his advisers 
are indignant that Senator Tillman should 
go out of his way to charge that President 
McKinley, by a corrupt use of patronage, 
had secured the passage of the treaty of 
peace. 
As Senator Tillman has not yet withdrawn 
this outrageous charge, President Roosevelt 
and his Cabinet were unanimous in believing 
the South Carolina Senator could not be 
received on a friendly footing, and above 
all could not be permitted to break bread 
at the White House until he had publicly 
withdrawn or apologized for his unproved 
charges. 


McLaurin’s Case Is Different. 
Senator McLaurin was not invited to the 
dinner, but if he had been the invitation 
might not have been withdrawn, because 
his offense was merely one against the digni- 
ty of the Senate, and consisted entirely in 
charging that Tillman’s statement was an 
outrageous lie.

This did not satisfy the 
robbers and they searched the safe. Failing 
to find envelopes they took the keys, and 
_ leaving the office, locked the door behind 
them. So quickly was the work done the 
thirty employés in the office did not know 
of the robbery until the thieves had dis- 
appeared. 
After some delay, owing to cut wires, the 
West Thirteenth street police were notified 
and began a search for the men. The rob- 
bers were described as young men between 
20 and 25 years. 


Collector Fights Robber. 

John Catlin, 139 North Sangamon street, 
a collector for the Columbian Knights, was 
held_up last night in front of 156 West Madi- 
son street and severely beaten.

Childrose, after shoot- 
ing the three persons, made a hasty search 
for his flancée, but gave it up and turned 
the weapon on himself. She rushed into the 
room just as he fired the shot that ended his 
life. 
Childrose and Marie Meyerer had been 
close friends for nearly two years. He was 
2? years of age and was employed by Armour 
| & Co. at the Union Stock- Yards as a stenog- 
rapher. She was a bookkeeper in the employ 
of the Street Stable Car company in the Old 
Colony Building and is 24 years of age. 
’ After their first meeting at the residence of 
a mutual friend on the West Side they soon 
became friends and frequently were seen 
together at the theaters and other public 
places. While not formally engaged, their 
‘freinds declared they had “ an understand- 
ing,’’ and their marriage was regarded as a 
foregone conclusion. 
When young Childrose’s mother died, near- 
ly a year ago, Miss Meyerer advanced the 
money with which to pay the doctors and’ 
then the funeral expenses. Her friends de- 
clare Childrose did not appear to appreciate 
the generosity of the girl and quarreled with 
her a few days afterwards. 


Former Threat to 


Nettled over the attentions of another ad- 
mirer of the young woman, Childrose threat- 
ened to shoot her last summer. As a result 
she refused to see or meet him for five weeks.

Mayor Low at Hand.

Down the pier and at the foot of the gang- 
plank leading to the yacht, which, by the 
way, was heavily draped in reyal purple, 
stood Lieutenant Commander von Der Osten.

On Board the Hohenzollern. 


As soon as the Prince started for the 
yacht, Admiral von Baudissin and Lieuten- 
ant Commander Haxtausen sprinted for the 
yacht's gangplank.

When Prince Henry was 
within three feet of the Admiral the_latter 
stood at attention and then saluted. All the 
other German officers did likewise, and then 
the Admiral stepped forward and shook 
Prince Henry’s hand.

Then came the Prince, accompanied by 
Rear Admiral Evans and staff.

‘‘ He'll do.”” “ Yes, he’s all right.”” That

Crowd Gathers at Sunrise. 
Meantime things were going on ashore in 
the neighborhood of the pier. It may have 
been that a few hundred persons camped out 
in the vicinity of Thirty-fourth street and 
the North River on Saturday night in order 
that they might not miss anything on Sun- 
day morning. However that may be, there 
was a fair sized crowd hanging around there 
at sunrise.

New York, Feb. 23. — (Special.] — Prince 
Henry's visit to the Brooklyn navy yard 
ip the afternoon to return the official call 
of Rear Admiral Barker, commandant of the 
yard, was marked by an interesting meeting 
petween him and Captain Joseph B. Coghlan 
of “Hoch der Kaiser’’ fame, and also by a 
display of democratic spirit on the part of 
the Emperor's brother.

The entire marine battalion was drawn up 
near the landing place.

ROUGH WEATHER NO TERROR FOR 
PRINCE HENRY. 


Trip from Cherbourg to New York— 
« Proves to Be a Democratic Passen- 
7 ger and Easily Makes Friends of 
Every One on Board—Spends Much 
of His Time in the Smoeking-Room, 
Smokes a, Pipe, Drinks Beer Slowly. 


New York, Feb. —The north Atlantic 
served to the big Kron Prinz Wilhelm five 
days of weather that tested Prince Henry's 
sea legs. But the Prince showed his sailorly 
qualities and never missed a meal. Each 
afternoon and evening found him in the 
-smoking-room and in spite of wind, waves, 
and spray he spent hours on the bridge. The 
voyage was without special incident. | 

Prince Henry was a most democratic pas- 
senger, and the big company of his fellow- 
voyagers united in declaring him an amiable, 
charming, and unassuming gentleman. 


| The Kron ‘Prinz Wilhelm ‘sailed from 


Bremerhaven on Saturday and on Sunday 
afternoon touched.at Southampton. From 
there it ran to Cherbourg, and by 9 o’clock 
on Sunday night put to sea. 

The ship was now headed for New York. 
Dinner was over and the passengers who 
came aboard at Southampton and Cherbourg 


at Prince Henry. His Royal Highness did 
not keep them waiting long, for he walked 
along the deck alone, entered the smoking- 
room, and took a seat at a table where sev- 
eral of the royal party were already seated. 
Here he 4rank his coffee and smoked cigar- 
éts for a while, and then filled a pipe. He 
joked and laughed with his party continu- 
ally, and was the soul of good nature. 


Not Annoyed by Atténtion.

@ AGREEMENT DANGERS. 


Protests Overwhelm Arbitration Com- 
mittees Representing Bricklayers 
and Masons’ Union and Contractors 
Least a Compact Restrict Present Ac- 
tivity—Many Down-Town Stores Ob- 
serve Sunday Closing as Result of 
Agitation by Clerks. A 


Protests against the making of an exclu- 
sive agreement withthe Bricklayers and 
Stonemasons’ unions are pouring in upon the 
Chicago Masons and Builders’ association 
from local architects. Builders also are ob- 
jecting vigorously to any combination which 
might impede the progress of buildings un- 
der way or for which plans are being made. 

To add to the discomfort of the two Arbi- 
tration committees, labor leaders are.criti- 
cising the action of the arbitration bodies 
and urging the abandonment of a plan.to 
form a combination which will restrict the 
employment of men. The employers who are 
cognizarit of the negotiations between the 

“two committees express more dread of the 
consequences from advertising an increase 
in the wage scale than from an absolute 
agreement. 
Oppose Exclusive Agreement. 

“None of the architects, in my estima- 
tion, favors an exclusive agreement between 
the two organizations,’’ said a member of: 
the guild last night. ‘It restricts building 
to a small number of contractors and com- 
plieates the letting of contracts in a way 
which architects naturally oppose. An ex- 
clusive agreement is inimical to fairness and 
benefits only those who are parties to it.”’ 

The architects suffered with the con-. 
tractors during the building. material lock- 
out and are loath to consider anything which 
may endanger the present activity in build- 
ing circles. Many of the large contractors 
sympathize with them and are as anxious 
to avoid dangerous Alliances as are the 

While they have nothing to say 
in the discussion of the agreement by the 
two Arbitration committees, they expect to 
participate in the consideration of any agree- 
ment that may be reported to the association.

Blame Managers for Taking Back from 


} Brokers Unsold Tickets—Premiums 
| Increasing at All PopularPlays. ~ 


Chicago theater goers are complaining of 
the operations of professional ticket scalpers 


clare that as a result of the recent wide- 
spread increase in the brokerage of theater 
tickets they, often are compelled to pay ad- 
vanced prices of from 50 cents to $1 for de- 
sirable seats for leading attractions or wait

unsold tickets are returned to the box office 
by scalpers. 
whether they can be accommodated at all. 
This condition, é&t is said, is due to the late 
increas@ In the number of scalpers and the 
consequent effect upon the visible supply of 
tickets at box offices. At present seats are 
sold at most of the hotels by persons who 
carry on “scalping” as a side line. Pro- 
prietors of down-town news stands also have 
engaged in the ticket brokerage business, 
with the result that there agents by various 
schemes pick out the best seats in amuse- 
ment places and hold them at. prices consid- 
erably above what is asked at the box office. 


Able to Return Unsold Tickets. 


So general has become the business of 
scalping in Chicago that theater goers assert 
the matter has grown to be a nuisance. 
They say no matter how early they visit a 
box office to secure tickets for first nights 
or a big attraction, they find the agents of 
the scalpers have been there ahead of them 
and secured their pick of the best seats in 
the house. On the other hand, they assert 
smanagers of.the different theaters are at 
fault in that they take back unsold tickets 
remaining in the hands of scalpers if they 
are delivered at the box office fh time for 
sale on the date for which they are issued. 

‘“This matter is growing to be extremely 
aggravating,” said a theater goer yesterday 
who is in touch with the general plan of op- 
erations pursued by the stalpers. ‘ The 
average premium asked by a scalper for an 
ordinary attraction is 50 cents, but if any- 
thing unusually tempting is on at some the- 
ater they do not hesitate to stretch this sum 
to $1 ‘and even more. This would not be so 
annoying if there were not so many scalpers 
in the city. 


Says Theaters Aid Scalpers. 


.“* The sealpers do not stand to lose a cent, 
because they can return all unsold tickets to 
the theater in which they get them before 
the performance begins. There is one house 
in Chicago where even this rule is not en- 
forced, and all tickets bought by the scaip- 
ers are returnable if unsold. The theater 
plays even by demanding a premium of 25 
ecnts on all tickets taken out, and thus it be- 
comes an arrangement of mutual benefit.”

In his fight with Jack 
McClelland in Louisville he was beaten to 
a standstill, knocked down and almost out 
times without number, and with but two more 
rounds to contest knocked Jack out. He dié 
the same in his fight with Eddie Gardner, in 
which) Referee Billy Madden, thinking he 
had. no chance, stopped the contest and’ 
awarded the fight to Gardner. Dave's plead- 
ings to continue were listened to by Madden 
and Sullivan rewarded his backers by win- 
ning in the nineteenth round. It does not fol- 
low he would haye repeated the trick on 
Saturday night, still the unexpected might 
have happened. However, the affair is over 
with. McGovern showed himself, up to the 
time the contest ended, to be the better man, 
and all credit must be given him for his vic- 
tory, which was indeed well earned, 

There is no dodging the truth: Fitzsim- 
mons was rattled when the crucial test came.

The scandal in 
which Judge Noyes’ court has been involved 
began almost as soon as he landed at Nome. 
Alaska, to open court immediately after his 
appointment in the summer of 1900. .Charges 
were made that he was not only incompetent 
but that he was in criminal collusion with 
Alexandér McKenzie and other persons to 
obtain control of valuable mining proper- 
ties. Thé matter_was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Department of Justice in the fall 
of 1900, and has been in controversy ever 
since. The Circuit Court of Appeals for ths 
Ninth Circuit, which had vacated certain 
orders of Judge Noyes, subsequently found 
Noyes in contempt for his failure to comply ¢ 
with its mandate, and imposed a fine of 
$1,000. At the same time United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wood and C. A. S. Frost, an- 
other official of the Nome court, were sen- 
tenced to jail by the same tribunal. 

In his recommendation to the President 
for Judge Noyes’ dismissal the Attorney 
General ignores the charges of criminal! con- 
duct because they were not proven, and 
rests the case agai the Judge on incom- 
petency, weakness, and unjudicial actions. 
i summarizes his recommendation as fol- 
ows: 

“ After review it remains that the actual 
consequences of these proceedings in the 
Alaska District Court were to bring that 
court into disrespect and to impair public 
confidence in its wise and impartial admin- 
istration of justice. In view of the forego- 
ing, and after the most careful considera- 
tion, I have concluded— ‘ 

“1. That the appointment of a receiver in 
the cases referred to, without notice to the 
defendants, and the refusal upon hearing 
to discharge the receiver, and the conse- 
quent dispossession of the defendants of their 
property, were not justified under the facts, 
the pleadings, and the principles of equity. 

“9 That there is no justification shown 
for the refusal by Judge Noyes to settle a 
bill of exceptions at the instance of the 
defendants and for the refusal to allow them 
an appeal. 

“8 That after an appeal had been allowed 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals, and the 
writ of supersedeas had been served upon 
Judge Noyes, the plaintiffs, and the re- 
ceiver, Judge Noyes’ attitude toward the 
writ was one of hostility and obstruction. 
which was totally inconsistent with his ju- 
dicial duty toward a superior court and 
toward the litigants seeking through that 
court reversal of his judicial action. 

“4 That Judge Noyes should forthwith 

removed from office.”

GIVE TO FREE A FRIEND 


COMPANIONS DONATE WAGES IN 
AID OF CONVICTED SLAYER. 


One Hundred Young Men Refuse to Be- 
lieve That Edward Black Is Guilty | 
of the Murder of John Barsanti, Sa- 
loonkeeper, and They Are Raising 
a Fund to Seek Reversal in the 
Higher Courts—Woman at Head of 
Relief Committee. 


One hundred young men, friends of Ed- 
ward Black, who was convicted three weeks 
ago of the murder of John Barsanti, saloon- 
keeper at Center avenue and Van Buren 
street, are donating from their wages money 
to be used to secure a new hearing of the 
case. Each week they hand their savings 
to Mrs. H. Dusoll, 343 Van Buren street, who 
is the treasurer of the fund. More than $250 
already has been raised and an attorney 
has been retained to bring Black’s case to 
the attention of the higher courts. , 

When Black was found guilty and his 
punishment fixed at fourteen years in 
the penitentiary his friends declared an 
injustice had been done: The members 
of the Lake City Baseball club, in 
which Black was a player, were the first 
to denounce the verdict and to plam for a new., 
hearing. A number of the ball players met 
at Mrs. Dusoll’s house, and it was decided 
that money should be raised to aid the con- 
victed man. | 

It was estimated that $1,000 would be- 
needed, and a committee, composed of Mrs. 
Dusoll, Samuel Gazzolo, 367 Van Buren 
street: Abe Auth, 367 Van Buren street; 
P. J. Morgan, 45 Plumb street; John Maskell, 
Center avenue and Adams street, took up 
the work. W. 8. Elliott Jr. was retained as 
attorney. 

Dances, raffles, and parties are being given 
under the direction of the committee for the 
benefit of the fund. The raffling of Black’s | 
watch gave $40 to the fund. Then Black’s 
sister donated a piano to be disposed of, and 
‘this was followed by a bicycle. In three 
weeks more than $250 has been raised by 
various means. 

“It is keeping us all broke,” said one of 
the regulor contributors to the fund last 
evening. “But we don’t care. ‘ Eddie” 
never killed that man.”’ 

Barsanti was shot in July, 1900. Two men 
were seen to run from the saloon after the 
shooting, and one of them, according to two 
witnesses, was Black. The young man’s 
friends contend that it was a case of mis- 
taken identity. | 

It will be several weeks before the case 
can be brought up again, no matter how large 
the fund... Attorney Elliott said yesterday 
that he could not say when a copy of the 
records would be completed. 

** Young Black certainly has loyal friends,” 
said Mr. Elliott. “From the evening that 
the verdict was returned they have been at 
work raising money and planning for ways 
of collecting it, in addition to the regular 
donations made by them from their wages. 
They have gone in to win. If we do not get 
a new hearing of the case in the same court 
we will appeal to the Supreme Court. All 
the records and other legal papers arepeing 
prepared now, and as soon as they are Feady 
I en bring the case to the attention of the 
court.”’

COUNCIL PLANS TO FORM DIS- 
TINCT DEPARTMENT. 


Ordinance Provides for Separate Com- 
missioner and Several Other Execu- 
tive Officers, Taking Work from 
City Engineer’s Force — Attempt 
Will Be Made Tonight to Bring Up 
Order Providing for Rental of 
Space Beneath Sidewalks. 


The ordinance to establish the new Depart- 
ment of Water is expected to be taken up at 
the meeting of the City Council this even- 
ing. It is necessary to pass this ordinance 
before the appropriation bill is framed if it 
is to become a law, and hence it must be 
acted on soon. 

The ordinance provides for a Commission- 
er of Water to be appointed by the Mayor 
with the concurrence of the Council. The 
other officers, to consist of a deputy commis- 
sioner, a superintendent of construction and 
maintenance, and a superintendent or collec- 
tions and assessments, to be under the civil 
‘service law, 

; The purpose of the ordinance is to take 
over all the work conected with the wafer 
system of the city. As things are now the 
collection of accoupts is in the hands of the 
Water office, while the construction and 
maintenance of the plant is under the con- 
trol of the City Engineer. The merging of 
the work would result in greatly reducing 
the work of the City Engineer’s office and 
the report is that if the department is estab- 
lished City Engineer Ericson will be made 
commissioner, 

An attempt also will be made to bring up 
the ordinance providing for the rental to 
adjoining property-owners of the space be- 
neath sidewalks used by them for private 
purposes. It is provided that all persons 
using such space shall enter into a ten years’ 
lease with the city for its use, the price to be 
‘paid to be determined by the Controller and 
Commissioner of Public Works, according to 
the value of the real estate in the locality. 
Ali persons using such spuce now, who shall 
refuse to enter into such contract, shall be 
ejected. 

The ordinance granting a franchise to the 
National Telegraph News company to place 
wires underground in the territory bounded 
by Twelfth street, Ashland avenue, Kinzie 
street, and Michigan avenue, is also on the 
calendar.

SHIPPERS MEET DELAYS FROM 
ALL FLORIDA ROADS. 
| 
Trafic Pooled by Plant System, Which 
Controls Six Lines, and Numerous 
Complaints Receive Scant Attention 
~—Ordinary Schedule from Chicago 
About Six Weeks if Everything 
Goes Well—Indifference of Officials 
to Goods Shipped from North. 


Daytona, Fla.,.Feb., 23.—[Special.]—Resi- 
dents of the North who come here every 
winter to avoid the cold and storms are find- 


household and business goods from their 
home towns, as the railroads take from two 
to three months to transfer the-freight. So 
exasperating have become the delays that 
many Northerners have purchased furniture 
here rather than wait longer. 

Freight with charges prepaid receives no 
more attention than that which is not, and 
often arrives at Daytona with additional 
charges attached, some of which have been 
so exorbitant the goods have not-been ac- 
cepted. The railroad companies have been 
appealed to, but no attention has been given 
the complaints of the shippers. As rione of 
the residents ship enough to make it worth 
while going to law, these complaints have 
all been verbal. aes 


Local Shippers Are Helpless. 

There are six roads leading to Florida, but 
these have pooled and the local men are help- 
less. The freight sent North is carried ex- 
peditiousy, for much of it is fruit, but aps, 
parenty no attention has been given to ship- 
ping going the other way and the companies 
do not seem to care whether they carry it or. 
not. The freight makes good time until it 
reaches Louisville and Nashville, but the six 
roads running into this State, which are 
under the Plant system, have no regard for 


Freight from Minnesota often is on the road 
over two months in reaching Jacksonville; 
freight from New York and Chicago about 
six weeks; and freight from the Western 
States, such as Iowa and Kansas, about as 
long. No matter the kind of freight, there is 
no hurry,and should a shipper be unfortunate 
enough to need eight or nine cars the time 
is even longer. | 

Telegraph to Find Freight. 

So slow has been some of the freight in 
coming that telegrams have been sent to 
find its location, the railroad companies, es- 
pecially the Plant system, professing to 
know nothing aboutit. In one instance over 
$10 was spent in telegraph fees on prepaid 
freight, which was heavily overcharged 
when it arrived. Much of the freight has 
been lost, but the railroad companies have 
done nothing, so far as is known, to find It. 

The freight rates are uniform, no matter 
the route. No competition is apparent, and 
in some cases the shipper does not know 
which road has received his business until 
his goods arrive. There is a difference of 
300 to 600 miles between the routes of some 
of the lines, but goods are shipped according 
to the condition of traffic at the time the 


Nine Weeks from Minnesota. 


Two crates of household goods were sent 
to J. A. Ennis from Hastings, Minn., on Nov. 
19, 1901, to Daytona, Fla., the charges being 
prepaid. They were delivered to the Louis-. 
ville and Nashville road at Evansville on 
Nov. 27 and by that road to the Piant system 
on Jan. 18, 1902. Then they were transferred 
to the Florida East Coast line on Jan. 24, 
and arrived at Daytona én Jan. 26, the time 
taken being practically nine weeks. On 
Dec. 13 telegrams were sent out in search 
of the goods, and again on Dec. 26 and Jan. 
10, but they were lost, and no report was 
ever made. 

G. E. Anderson shipped from Clear Lake, 
Ia., on Oct. 12, 1901, a confectioner’s outfit 
which required seven cars, on which the 
freight was prepaid. The goods were need- 
ed in Daytona for the holiday trade, and An- 
derson began to telegraph for their location 
when it seemed probable that they would 
not reach here in time. No trace of them 
was found until Jan. 20, 1902, when they ap- 
peared at Daytona, a month and a half late. 


Freight on Road a Year. 


Palmer Bros. shipped from Miamis, Conn., 
on Jan. 8, 1901, a case of goods for Howard 
Y. Stillman ,and they were received at Day- 
tona on Dec. 16 of the same year. A case of 
fittings was sent from Cos Cob, Conn., on 
Dec. 13, 1900. It arrived over a year after- 
ward, on Dec. 16, 1901. 

B. L. Carswell of Chicago placed three 
crates of household goods in the hands of 
the Big Four on Oct. 14, 1901. Two of the 
boxes were delivered to the Louisville and 
Nashville at Cincinnati on Dec. 19, and were 
given by that toad to the Plant system at 
Montgomery on Dec. 26, This road gave 
them to the Florida and East Coast line on 
Jan. 21, 1902, and they came to Daytona the 
next day. The other box, for some unknown 
reason was taken care of in better shape 
and arrived in Daytona on Jan. 15. 

Even the goods from New York suffer, and 
that is regarded as the best point from which 
to ship to the Florida cities. F. J. Peck 
sent seasonabie goods from that city on Dec. 
12, 1901, and hoped to get them early. They 
were shipped by water to Jacksonville and 
yet did not afrive here until Jan. 20. Mr.

They believe that small parks are beneficial 
to the districts where they are placed, but 
they insist that the present West Park board 
shall not be allow: 1 to spend the $1,000,000 
which would be derived from the sale of the 
bonds.

Trade Conditions Fairly Active. 


Wholesale trade lines continue fairly 
steady, a seasonable and satisfactory quan- 
tity of goods moving in all directions. There 
is a bright outlook in all lines for spring 
trade. In many directions it has practically 
opened. The orders for early delivery al- 
ready placed in dry goods and other apparel 
lines make it certain that merchants at in- 
terior points expect an active trade. Just 
now, however, not much is doing, though all 
the conditions remain prosperous. Paints 
and allied lines are feeling the effect of recent 
country purchases of oils and colors in an- 
ticipation of the spring work, which will 
begin soon, 
Throughout the South this activity has 
already begun. These immediate shipping 
orders are coming in excess of the volume of 
last year’s business up to this time, and or- 
ders for future delivery are equally heavy. 
Both lead and oil continue firm and in good 
demand. The confidence of the trade, almost 
without exception, is that the year is des- 
tined to be one of great prosperity. No signs 
of weakness are evident in any of the paint 


or color markets. . 

The prospects of violent war in the 
window glass industry, referred to in this 
column last week, are minimized by an 
agreement which has been reached by the 
interests which were at outs. Seven of the 
plate glass manufacturers of this country, 
according to the Paint, Oil and Drug Review, 
have agreed to shut down their plants dur- 
ing July. This is said to be the first agree- 
ment of this kind in the history of the plate 
glass trade.

Prices have been sustained by a stubborn 
and probably widespread belief that they 
were none too low compared with the cur- 
rent quotations of coarse grains, and con- 
sidering the crop shortage in Germany and 
Argentina. A good many in the trade, too, 
believe the winter wheat plant went into the 
winter in poor condition, and that: in spite 
of the liberal snow covering for the last few 
weeks it has not the vitality to furnish a 
good yield. There has probably, too, been 
some counting on the electrical effect of 
crop damage reports, when they come, as 
they are sure todo. Another bull tenet is a 
belief that Europe must soon buy more lib- 
erally. 

But this belief has not been fulfilled and 
the winter wheat plant, to all outward ap- 
pearances, is well protected and presumably 
in fair condition. 

The milling demand for soft winter wheat, 
which put it to a sharp premium, has fallen 
off and supplies are coming forward more 
freely. Some increase in the movement in 
the Northwest appears and the competi-.

Corn had a sharper decline than wheat, 
May closing at 60%c, only Ke above the bot- 
tom and 15-%c loss for the week.

There was a good deal of July 
liquidation late, a decline of 1%c, but May 
only lost %g¢c. There were no signs of sup- 
port by the big May holder, but traders are 
rt of attacking his position. There has 
not been so much increase in country offer- 
ings as in corn. 

There was only moderate activity in the 
provision list, such pressure as existed being 
on the selling side. It was a packers’ market 
and even they did not do much business. 
Pork fluctuated only 35c, closing 15c lower 
than the previous week.

IN WALL STREET 


Move Against Northwestern Securities 
Company by the United States 
Causes Heavy Selling of Stocks and 

‘Eatire List Declines Sharply—Sup- 
port Is Given and Trading Resumes 
Calm Tone in Closing Days—Money 
Conditions Favorable. ; 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] _ 
New York, Feb. 22.—[{Special.]}—While the 
speculative outlook may be somewhat uncer- 


tain the financial situation by itself is clear 


enough. An unwarranted effect upon the 
stock market was produced by the announce- 
ment by the Attorney General of the United 
States of his intention, at the instance of the 
President, to institute proceedings to deter- 
mine the legality of the merger of the North- 
ern Pacific. and Great Northern railroads 
through the instrumentality of the North- 
ern Securities company. .- 

While the action proposed by the Attorney 
General may upset the combination that has 
been effected and restore the original status 
of the two railroads, there will not be any 
invalidation of property rights nor any dis- 
turbanée or interference with general busi- 
ness conditions. 

It is not surprising that the imparting of 
the Attorney General’s action should have 
exerted an unfavorable influence on the stock 
of the Northern Securities company, but it is 
incomprehensible that it should have swept 
to a lower level the prices of practically the 
entire list of securities dealt in on the Stock 
Exchange. Yet such was the consequence, 

There can be no question that most of the 
corporations whose stocks and. bonds are 
bought and sold on the exchange are legally 
constituted and legally operated. The-ques- 
tion of legality in many instances has al- 
ready been decided in the courts. 

It ts pecullar and noteworthy that the stock 
of the Northern Securities company has not 
been admitted to dealings on the Stock Ex- 
change, being traded in on the “* curb ”’ only; 
that the stock of the Northern Pacific rail- 
road sas been stricken from the exchange 
list and traded in neither on the exchange 
nor on the curb; and that the stock of the 
Great Northern railroad is traded in on the 
exchange to a comparatively insignificant 
extent. 

Nevertheless, Wall street, as a whole, was 
shaken and deranged when it became known 
that the regularity of the cdnsolidation of 
the two railroads was to be tested. The 
street partially recovered its equanimity on 
Friday, and possibly something Hke normal 
conditions would have been witnessed on 
Saturday had not the Stock Exchange been 
closed by reason of the holiday, 

The financial situation, as expressed in the 
state of money, is of ‘more importance than 
the Northern Securities disputation, but be- 
cause of its not betng unfavorable it has not 
been subject to unusual attention. There is 
more money and more use for money in New 
York and elsewhere than ever before. The 
equilibrium of the money market is estab- 
lished as it seldom ever was before. In the 


first place, there is the money to do business | - 


with; again, there is the business to employ 
money, and again still, there is a perfect ad- 
justment between the supply and demand for 
money. 7 

This situation unquestionably is due to the 
placing of the country squarely on a gold 
basis. by the gold standard act, for this act 
begot confidence not alone in the money of 
the country but also in the stability of the 
business interests of the country.

mer” often experiences when he makes his 
fiying trip into some river ward in order to 
gee with his own‘eyes the unfortunate condi- 
tions of which he has read. He usually ex- 


pects to be a witness to agitating and heart- 


rending scenes, to watch people dying of 
starvation, to hear a medley of sobs, and 
curses, and pistol shots, and to be driven 
back to his own part of town by horrors that 
he could not bear to contemplate. What he 
really finds are poverty, filth, disease, vice, 
and hopelessness, unreliéved by that pathos 
and picturesqueness he had imagined in his. 
own mind. He sees people leading an un- 
lovely and unhealthy life, ultimately dan-. 
gerous to the whole community. That is all. 
He misses the element of tragedy which he 
had anticipated. He observes even that the 
men and women he meets go about their 
ordinary work in an ordinary way,. 
quietly putting up with the inevitable. 
He had perhaps expected them to 
Tave and scream. Consequently he goes 
away feeling that things are not so bad after 
all and no one need be worried about them. 
Here he is quite wrong. There is a great 
need of being worried about Chicago's tene- 
ment districts. Where he is partially right 
is that the tenement districts are not the 
fantastic infernos they have sometimes been 


made out to be. They should not have been 


described in that way. It is not reasonable, 
however, simply because they are less dread- 
ful than hysterical people have said they 


- were to conclude that they are not dreadful 


at all. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
Weather conditions again interfered 


- somewhat with the free movement of trade 


in some parts of the country, but the West 
has not been affected. Gross earnings of rail- 
roads reporting so far for the second week 
of February show a small gain over the cor- 
responding week of last year. 

The outlook for consumers of iron and 
steel products has not improved. It is said 


that some of the structural mills are out 


of the market already so far as business for 
delivery this year is concerned, and in view 
of the plans for erecting more buildings not 
only in Chicago but in other cities also there 
is abundant reason for regretting this sit- 
uation. The natural result is to encourage 
the construction of independent mills, and 
there is talk of competition for the dom- 
inant company. 

The scarcity of iron and the demand from 
manufacturers of this country in foreign 
markets has led to advances in prices in 
Germany and in the Glasgow market. Ger- 
man mills have raised the price of steel bil- 
lets $2 a ton, which is said to prohibit im- 
ports to this country. Iron bars have also 
-been advanced by German mills. A Mont- 
real company, which is reported to, have 
oversold to the United States, was among 
the purchasers in the Glasgow market. 


The 30,000 tons of steel rails bought in 


England by a Southern railroad will be de- 
livered at Florida, the cost at the port here 
being $25 a ton, or between $31 and $32 
with the duty. Another side of the picture 
was shown at the annual meeting of a Glas- 
gow tube works, when the chairman an- 
nounced that’ no dividends would be de- 
clared on account of the unparalleled slump 
iv prices due to American competition and 


the dissolution of the combination of tube-_ 


makers. However, in only a few products 
are American mills competing with foreign 
ones now.

It is evident now that it was a misfortune

No excuse can be offered for the conduct 
of either of these South Carolina Senators. 
The Senate, if regardful of its own dignity 
and resolved to make the repetition of such 
a tragne as that of Saturday impossible, will 
expel them both. This wil] be even-handed 
justice. Senator McLaurin cannot be ex- 
‘cused because he did not strike the first 
Senator Tillman cannot be excused 
because he was angered by the charge that 
he had’told a “ willful, malicious, and delib- 
erate lie.” Nor can, Senator. McLaurin be 
forgiven for using such language because 
he was greatly provoked by the repetition 
by his colleague of the accusation that he 
had sold his vote for federal patronage.

TRYING TO SAVE BRIDGETENDERS, 

In December the Citizens’ association, 
after inquiries pursued for several months, 
issued a detailed statement showing that 
while the city was paying about $93,000 
for the operation of its fifty bridges—a polit- 
ical appointee being given a gross sum for 
operating each bridge and employing neces- 
sary helpers—a considerable fraction of 
these appointees sublet their work at s 
large profit, while the pay of others actually 
managing bridges was much above the mar- 
ket price for the services rendered. It was 
also alleged that a superfluous “ superin- 
tendent of bridges” was maintained at a 
salary of $2,400 a year, and that, altogether, 
the appropriation for bridgetenders yielded 
directly and indirectly from $20,000 to $25,- 
000-in political “ gfaft.” 

The Finance committee in making up its 
proposed budget felt. compelled to inquire 
into the subject, and applied to the Com- 
missioner.of Public Works for “ an estimate 
of what saving” could be accomplished by 
placing these positions under civil service 
regulations, as is proposed by an ordinance 
now pending in the Council. The statement 
which City Engineer Ericson has submitted 
in reply is, to describe it conservatively, a 
remarkable document. 

Mr. Ericson actually finds that with ciyil 
service employés the operation of twenty 
bridges, whose care now costs.from $900 to 
$2,100 apiece and averages $1,385 each, 
would cost $4,927 each. He also represents 
to the committee that, wherras the opera- 
tion of all the bridges last year cost about 
$93,000, their operation would cost no less 
than $194,024 if placed under civil service 
regulations. 

To enter upon a detailed discussion of 
such preposterous statements as these 
would, of course, be to dignify as bona fide 
a mere bungling bit of eager special. plead- 
ing which oversteps itself in its nutter ab- 
surdity. The committee appealed to the 
Commissioner of Public Works for informa- 
tion which should assist it to understand 
this case of the bridgetenders. The only 
real enlightenment’ which it has got is 
the palpable notice that it is worse’ than 
useless to look to, him or to the city engi- 
neer for information respecting these polit- 
ical. preserves of the administration.

Accordingly, it went forth and captured a 
stranger for whom it would be able to exact 
a ransom. It was not the first time that 
politicians have been “on the make” or 
that they have taken part in a “ holdup 
game.” The motive was easy to see. It 
was money, not blood.. Wild and fanatical 
marauders might have beer tempted to give 
their captive her quietus with a bodkin or a 
dirk and so end an unpleasant situation, but 
politicians were not likely so to forget them- 
selves. They could be relied on to carry 
their enterprise through to a profitable con- 
clusion. To murder Miss Stone would have 
been far from profitable. Alive, she was . 
worth $65,000. Dead, she was worth 
nothing. 

For this reason people had begun to be- 
lieve that the episode would have a happy 
ending and to evidence their belief by face- 
tious remarks about Miss Stone’s lecture 
tour.

Representative Long of Kansas is one of 
the Republican members of the Committee 
on Ways and Means. His idea of future 
trade relations with Cuba is a reciprocal 
agreement for a 40 per cent tariff reduc- 
tion. Such an agreement would give nearly 
all Cuban trade to the United States, and 
would provide for Cuban products a profit- 
able market in this country. 
It.is worth noting that this suggestion of

@uban sugar and tobacco comes from the 
representative of a beet sugar district. This 
industry is well established in Mr. Long's 
district, but he evidently is not of the 
opinion that it will be injured by the ad- 
mission of Cuban sugar on better terms.

The Committee on Ways and Means has 
surrendered to Mr. Long to the extent that 
it will recommend a reciprocity agreement 
on a 20 per cent basis. There will be a 
caucus of the House Republicans this week 
to consider the question. Speaker Hender- 
son said in his recent letter to a constituent 
who took him to task for his indifference to 
Cuban needs that the delegations from the 
States of California, Colorado, Nebraska, 
Wisconsin, and Michigan “ have their faces 
set vigorously, firmly, and most determined- 
ly against any reduction” in the duties on 
the two principal Cuban products. These 
delegations will have an opportunity to 
speak for themselves in a day or two, and it 
may appear that they are not so unanimous 
as the Speaker thinks. It will be strange, 
indeed, if the twelve Republican Repre- 
sentatives from Michigan and the ten from 
Wisconsin are resolved vigorously, firmly, 
and unitedly: to follow a course which will 


be most offensive to the great majority of | 


their constituents. But if the delegations 
from the States which the Speaker has 
mentioned shall prove to be united on the 
wrong side they will not be a majority of the 
House—not even though. they have the 
Speaker with them. 

The. majority of the members of the 
House are in line with the President, and 
not with Mr. Oxnard. Those members who 
are found fighting “ vigorously and firmly ” 
to the end for Oxhard and against peace 
and prosperity in Cuba will be called to ac- 
count “ vigorously and firmly ” by their con- 
stituents next summer and fall. 


JONES AND PATRICK. POISONERS. 

Charles F. Jones, valet, and Albert T. 
‘Patrick, lawyer, are now on trial in New 
York for the murder of William M. Rice, 
who was Jones’ master and Patrick’s 
client. Just at present Jones is “ squeal- 
ing.” In‘the presence of his accomplice 
he. is telling the whole» story of the 
crime and hopes in this way to secure that 
mitigation of punishment which is awarded 
to men who turn State’s evidence. He is 
perhaps one of the most extraordinary wit- 
nesses that have ever’appeared in court. 
Nothing disturbs his composure. He talks 
of mercury. pills, chloroform, laudanum, 
cooking soda, oxalic acid, and poisoned food 
with as little display of emotion as if he 
were talking about his ordinary duties as 
valet. 

Both seem to have regarded the poisoning 
of an old man whose money they wanted as 
a natural. and normal proceeding. They 
were in the habit of reading up on poisons 
in Mr. Rice’s encyclopedia while Mr. Rice 
himself lay ill-in the next room. . They were 
also in the habit of discussing Mr.‘ Rice’s 
condition over the telephone. Nor was 
there in all this any bravado. It was rather 
the real character of the men. They ex- 
perienced no moral struggle. For months 
they had Mr. Ricé’s death in mind and took 
advantage of every little opportunity to 
hasten it. They discussed his murder as 
they would the killing of asteer. The thing 
was not done at one stroke in-_passion. It 
mras accomplished gradually. : At last, how- 
ever, it. appeared that unless something 
definite happened Mr. Rice- might survive. | 
Accordingly, at Patrick's suggestion, Jones 
saturated a sponge with chloroform, 
a cote out of a towel, and, whilé Mr. Rice 


was sleeping, placed the cone, with the |

Happily it is not 
often that’a jury hears the story of a cold- 
blooded and carefully planned’ murder told 
in the unmoved and seemingly unconcerned 
manner in which this man Jones has re- 
lated the story of hiscrime.. “ I carried Mr.

He. smiled at. me and-soon went to 
sleep.” Then Jones chloroformed him and 
waited patiently thirty minutes for the drug

HOPE OF CHICAGO YOUTH. 


Lack of Funds for Schools, Pas- 
tor Asserts, Touches City 
in Vital Spot. 


TRAINING FUTURE CITIZEN. 


> Want of funds to keep the schools in the 
highest state of efficiency has touched the 
city in one of its most vital parts. So stated 
the Rev. David Beaton yesterday in a ser- 
mon at the Lincoln Park Congregational 
Church. He was speaking of the value of 
the public school teacher. i. 

“ Public policy demands,” he said, that 
our educational system shall not be crippled 
by cheeseparing and narrow commercialism. 
The supreme end of the school is the educa- 
tion of the future citizen. Parents and 
churches, one after another, have demitted 

‘the duty of the civic education of youth to 
the public school, and the teachers have 
fallen heirs to this vital service to the com- 
munity. Their work is not merely mental— 
its noblest and most exacting side is moral. 
It is the discipline of the young hearts and 
minds in the civic duties, obedience to law, 
ard the worth of liberty, and the glory of 
patriotism. 

“There is, then, in the work of the teach- 
er a service that no money. consideration 
can pay for; and it would be a terrible shock 
to the public if it thought the teachers put 
a money consideration on that moral serv- 
ice. But,;-on the other hand, they must be 
spared the uncertainty, the worry, and the 
demoralization incident to financial changes 
and losses. 

“It should be an underlying principle in 
our School board methods that it is in the in- 
terest of public policy rather to disturb the 
taxpayer than the teacher. Is it too much 
to say that the members of the board are 
the attorneys of the teacher rather than the 
taxpayer? I think in the sense that the 
teacher stands for the whole system of our 
public education this is not an overstate- 
ment.” 


NEED OF MORE WASHINGTONS. 


Dr. P. H. Swift Says That Patriots of 
That Type Can Find a Placein — 
This Country. 


Dr. Polemus H. Swift says the great need 
of the country is more patriots ofthe Wash- 
ington type. “ He was great enough,” said 
the minister in his sermon yesterday at the 
Wesley Methodist Church, “to be true to 
his country and republican institutions at 
any cost. 

‘Let it be remembered that during those 
dark days following the war, when chaos 
also reigned, when jealousy characterized 
the leading statesmen, Washington was 
urged by some of his close friends to take 
the step that would have been fatal to the 
cause of democracy and the hopes of the 
world. If he had listened and acted in har- 
mony with suggestions, it would not have 
been the first time, nor yet the last, in the 
history of the world. Had he been less a 
patriot he might have acted otherwise than 
* he did. He spurned the suggestion; he thrust 

from him the offered crown, and will be, in 

consequence, the world’s ideal to the end of. 
time. 

“He saw the necessity of union and la- 
bored heroically to secure it. He saw that 
justice must ever be the corner-stone of 
national prosperity. He saw that one of the 

- greatest enemies of popular government 
was blind adherence to party and the culti- 
vation of a purely party spirit. He saw that 
no nation can be great and lasting where re- 
ligion was despised. He was a friend of 
popular education. He loved truth, coun- 
try; God, and humanity, and devoted his all 
to the sacred cause of liberty.’’ 

M. M. Mangasarian preached a sermon on 
similar lines before the Independent Re- 
ligious society in the Grand Opera-House. 
He said if France had had a Washington in 
the hour of its great need the history of that 
country would have been vastly different. 

Washington,’’ he continued, “‘ was one 
of those rare men of heroic mold who would 
rather take a step forward and die than take 
a stép backward and live. If Napoleon or 
Louis XVI., Danton, Marat, Robespierre, or 
Mirabeau—if any one of these leaders had 
in his veins one drop of the blood of Wash- 

ington, what a France there would have 
been! 

* Washington was not a man of art buta 
man ofacts. He tamed all his ambitions into 
the service of his country. Napoleon was 
the creature of the revolution; Cromwell 
was sucked into the vortex of his own van- 
ities; but Washington was the soul of the 
revolution—its hope in the hour.of crisis, its 
security in the greater period of peril which 
came after the war.” 


PREJUDICE A BAR TO PROGRESS. 


Civilization Everywhere Is Declared to 
Be a Struggle Between the Old 


Living in the past and worshiping the 
dead and deyarted are not exclusively Chi- 
nese characteristics, according to the Rev. 
Johnson Henderson of Armour Mission. 

. Prejudice against the new, he asserted, is 
often one of the greatest barriers to prog- 
ress. 

“The onward march of civilization,” con- 

tinued the pastor, “is everywhere marked 
by the struggle between the old and the 
new. Science advanced only as it was able 
to overthrow those theories that the people 
had accepted implicitly for centuries. Me- 
chanical science is a continuous story of the 
sacrifice of the old for the new, and so deeply 
seated is the prejudice against such inno- 
vations that many men are still foolish 
enough to contend against the introduction 
of improved machinery. 

“ Religious progress always has been im- 
peded by a superstitious veneration for the 

old that finds no place for the new. Many 
men cling to the false and resist the truth 
on no higher grounds than that their fathers 
worshiped on the same mountain where 
they offer their devotions. Much of the con- 
tention and strife in the religious world to- 

day are due to the unwillingness of men to 
give up traditional opinions and customs 
even in the interest of truth.’’

President of the lowa State Board of Health, 


after investigating smallpox in Des Moines, 
issued the following official statement: 
“My attention is called to the grossly ex- 
aggerated reports which have obtained cur- 
rency regarding the smallpox situation in 
the City of Des Moines. Stories that Des 
Moines has been quarantined and the infer- 
ences carried with this statement, altogether 
unfounded, have found weight in certain 
quarters and influenced a naturally timid 
public. An order of the City Council requir- 
ing theaters and churches to be closed for two 
days as a drastic measure to stamp out the 
disease was unduly emphasized ahd its mean- 
reed distorted. This was only in effect two 
ys 

“It is because Des Moines has taken pub- 
lic and unqualified methods for the extermi- 
nation of the disease prevailing all over the 
country that it has obtained this publicity. 
Des Moines is not quarantined, nor is there 
any danger. The situation in Des Moines 
as regards smallpox is rapidly becoming more 
satisfactory. A good number of patrolmen 
keep watch over infected places and persons. 
These are.largely removed from the business 
districts. A competent corps of physicians 
has vaccinated all school children and bus- 
iness houses have required the same of all 
their employés. 

“Present effective methods are expected 
to soon reldeve Des Moines of the disease. 
Business is not interrupted and traffic is fol- 
lowing its usual lines, and travel continues 
uninterrupted, with entire safety to the trav- 


eling public.”’ 


Earthquake Jars Five Acres of Land 
~ Loose on California Mountain Side 
and It Is Moving. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
Near Oxnard, the beet sugar center, is a 
moving five-acre field that is covered with 
grain. On this land the residences, granar- 
ies, animals, and residents are sliding down 
the valley. This five-acre tract is on Spring- 
ville Hill, and, having been jarred loose, is 
slowly making ita way toward the valley of 
the Santa Ynez River. 

After the earthquake of Feb. 9 that shook 
the Santa Ynez Valley, a line of demarca- | 
tion, the shape of a long elliptical curve, hav- 
ing the appearance of a newly-plowed fur- 
row, was noticed along the grain field above 
one of the low bluffs from corner to corner 
of the field. The space within the ellipse, 
five acres, is sliding away from the remain- 
der of the hill at the rate of eight inches a 
week. The crevasse now formed is twelve 
feet wide at the surface and is several hun- 
dred feet deep. 

The moving field is part of the Solari estate, 
owned by James Kohler of Pasadena.
